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NOTES  ON  IRISH  COINS. 

By  E.  J.  Harris. 

HENRY  VII  (1485-1509). 

“Three  Crowns”  Coinage. 

The  anonymous  type  commonly  called  the  “three  crowns”  type  on  account  of 
the  reverse  presumably  was  issued  early  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VH.  It  has  already 
been  described  in  these  notes  {Bulletin  for  March,  1965);  two  series  exist  one  having 
the  addition  of  the  Kildare  arms  besides  the  large  shield  carrying  the  arms  of  England 
and  France.

Variants  of  the  type  were  struck  bearing  the  name  “henricvs”  on  the  obverse 
and  having  on  the  reverse  of  the  groats  the  letter  h  beneath  the  lowest  of  the  three 
crowns  (Fig.  1).  The  reverses  of  the  half  groats  and  pennies  have  been  described 
with  and  without  the  h  (Figs.  2,  3). 


There  are  so  many  varieties  and  combinations  that  if  one  makes  too  definite  a 
description  it  becomes  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule.  However  the  coins  of  the 
Dublin  mint  (civitas  dvblinie)  or  those  having  the  reverse  reading  “dominos 
vbernie”  do  not  usually  have  tressures  except  when  they  carry  the  Kildare  arms. 
Coins  of  the  Waterford  mint  have  a  four  arc  crescent  on  the  obverse  and  an 
eight  arc  tressure  on  the  reverse.  The  variety  with  the  Kildare  arms  on  the 
obverse  does  not  bear  Henry’s  name  and  does  not  have  a  tressure  on  that  face  but 
has  one  on  the  reverse  (Fig.  4).  It  seems  likely  that  the  die-sinkers  were  able  to

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incorporate  their  own  fancies  when  making  the  dies  because  so  many  additional 
marks  and  decorations  are  to  be  found.  For  example  one  Waterford  coin  has  a  lys 
each  side  of  the  centre  crown  (Fig.  5),  another  has  stars  beside  the  lowest  crown  and 
others  have  saltires  or  suns  in  the  lower  arcs  of  the  obverse  tressure  (Fig.  6). 

This  confusing  series  was  followed  by  an  issue  of  groats  of  the  English  type 
having  facing  bust  with  unarched  crown  on  the  obverse  and  the  signature  civitas 
DVBLINIE  on  the  reverse.  Mr.  R.  H.  M.  Dolley  has  suggested  that  this  change  marks 
the  arrival  of  a  new  Mint  Master,  Poynings.  There  are  also  coins  of  the  type  from 
the  Waterford  mint  but  these  are  of  a  poorer  style. 

“English  Type”  Coinage. 

These  first  groats  of  the  English  style  issues  of  Henry  VII  may  be  described  as 
follows : 


First  Issue  (groats  and  perhaps  halves  of  Dublin,  groats  of  Waterford) 

Obv.  “henricvs  di  gra  dns  hvBERNiE.”  Facing  bust  with  unarched  crown  in 
complete  tressure  of  9  arcs  (Fig.  7).  I.m.  cross  pattee,  pellets  (2  or  4)  or 
saltire(s). 

Rev.  POSVI  DEVM  ADIVTORE  MEVM  CIVITAS  DVBLINIE  Or  WATERFORD.  CroSS  pattee 
and  pellets  (Fig.  7).  I.m.  pierced  cross,  plain  cross  saltires  or  none. 

What  may  be  the  next  issue  differed  in  having  a  double-arched  crown  like  the  English 
coins  (Fig.  8).  The  obverse  legend  is  changed  to  bear  the  English  and  French  titles. 


Second  Issue  (groats,  Dublin  mint) 

Obv.  hENRicvs  DI  GRA  REX  AnGL  FR.  Facing  bust  with  double-arched  crown 
(jewels  on  the  arches).  The  half  groat  seems  to  bear  an  inverted  v  on 
the  breast  (Fig.  9).  I.m.  cross  pattee. 

Rev.  As  described  under  “First  Issue”. 

Following  these  well-struck  coins  with,  for  the  most  part,  accurately  spelt  legends 
there  is  a  reversion  to  the  confusing  number  of  varieties  which  we  encountered 
amongst  the  “Three  Crowns”  types.  The  style  of  the  coins  becomes  barbarous  and 
a  general  description  is  difficult.  Types  seem  to  be  derived  from  both  the  flat 
unarched  crown  (Fig.  10)  and  the  two-arched  crown  (Fig.  11);  there  is  a  tressure 
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on  the  obverse  and  on  some  the  letter  “h”  is  struck  in  the  centre  of  the  reverse.  It 
may  be  noted  that  the  tressures  associated  with  the  unarched  crown  may  be  complete 
or  incomplete.  A  pointer  to  the  place  of  this  issue  in  relation  to  the  English  series  is 
given  by  the  use  of  pierced  cross  ends  on  the  reverse.

Third  Issue  [groats  and  perhaps  penny  (for  which  see  later),  Dublin  mint] 

Obv.  hENRicvs  Di  GRA  REX  AnGLiE.  Facing  bust  of  crude  style  with  either  plain 
or  two-arched  crown  in  tressure  which  may  be  incomplete  (Figs.  10  and  1 1). 
Rev.  As  before  but  cross  ends  are  pierced  and  “h”  in  centre  of  some  coins. 

The  penny  which  may  belong  here  differs  from  convention  since  it  carries  a  crowned 
“h”  as  obverse  type  (Fig.  12).

The  final  issue  given  to  Henry  VII  comprises  Dublin  groats  without  tressure. 
The  legends  are  often  misspelt. 


Fourth  Issue  (groats,  Dublin  mint) 

Obv.  hENRicvs  DI  GRA  REX  ANGLi.  Facing  bust,  flat  unarched  crown.  No  tressure. 

I.m.  saltire,  cross,  rose  or  none  (Figs.  13,  14). 

Rev.  Cross  with  pierced  ends  and  pellets,  legend  as  before. 

MAXEN  WLEDIG  WRITES  .  .  . 

The  Origins  of  Coinage. 

Yet  another  contribution  has  recently  been  made  to  the  vast  wealth  of  literature 
on  this  subject,  which  in  the  past  has  often  bordered  on  the  lunatic  fringe  of 
numismatics.  But  “The  Origins  of  Coinage”  by  Professor  K.  de  B.  Codrington 
(published  in  the  current  Jubilee  volume  of  the  Bulletin  of  the  Institute  of  Archaeology, 
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price  30/-)  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  scholarly  and  reasonable  approaches  to  the 
subject  yet.  The  title  is  perhaps  a  little  misleading,  for  in  reality  Professor  Codrington 
does  not  give  us  a  direct  answer  to  our  questions  “When  were  coins  invented  and 
by  whom  ?”  Nevertheless  he  does  take  us  one  stage  nearer  to  understanding  the 
complexity  of  the  problem  and  the  importance  of  weight  standards  in  any  study  of 
early  coinage. 

Weights  and  measures  have  prompted  so  much  wild  theory  in  the  past  that  it 
is  now  a  subject  shunned  by  research  workers  who  value  their  reputations.  A 
“pyramidiot”  was  once  found  trying  to  chip  a  bit  off  the  base  of  one  of  the  pyramids 
to  make  it  conform  to  his  standard  ancient  Egyptian  unit  of  reckoning,  and  another 
early  20th-century  antiquary  devised  an  infinitely  small  unit  of  measurement  which 
he  claimed  was  used  to  measure  everything  in  prehistory — it  was  so  small  it  could 
hardly  fail  to  do  so!  Numismatists,  though  very  conscious  of  the  importance  of 
weights  in  studying  the  standards  employed  in  ancient  coinage,  are  inclined  to  feel 
P  that  once  a  weight  is  recorded  their  task  is  finished,  and  it  is  someone  else’s  concern 
to  analyse  the  facts  and  figures.  This  is  just  what  Professor  Codrington  has  done. 

He  argues  very  convincingly  that  bimetallism  is  only  possible  when  you  can  isolate 
pure  silver  and  gold,  and  points  out  that  in  antiquity  it  was  impossible  to  produce 
pure  gold  until  just  before  the  Persian  period.  Electrum  was  regarded  at  first  as 
being  just  another  metal  and  not  an  alloy.  It  seems  fairly  clear  that  the  earliest  coins 
were  struck  on  a  silver  standard  not  a  bimetallic  one,  and  that  the  relationship  of 
gold  and  electrum  to  silver  was  already  established.  That  such  a  silver  standard 
existed  before  the  invention  of  coins  seems  to  be  verified  by  the  metal  “dumps” 
found  in  Cyprus  in  the  11th  century  and  Knossos  in  the  9th.  These  dumps  are,  of 
course,  the  prototypes  of  coins.  It  would  seem  that  the  accepted  ratio  of  gold  to 
silver  was  1 :13y  and  this  formed  the  basis  of  silver  coinage  in  Greece  and  Asia,  the 
siglos  and  the  Indian  karsapana.  The  gold  shekel  and  gold  Daric  were  130  grains 
in  weight.  The  Persian  siglos  remained  a  stable  86  grains.  In  the  early  Attic  coinage 
the  weight  of  the  shekel  increased  to  133  grains. 

Although  these  and  the  other  conclusions  Professor  Codrington  draws  are 
extremely  interesting  for  shedding  light  on  the  earliest  coinage  and  its  nature, 
especially  the  long  questioned  problem  of  the  relationship  of  the  earliest  Indian 
coins  to  those  of  Asia  Minor,  it  cannot  give  us  any  chronology.  The  old  early  date 
for  the  invention  of  coins  proper  has  been  questioned  by  Jacobsthal  and  Robinson, 
and  some  interesting  conclusions  were  summed  up  by  Mr.  Jones  in  the  May  1963 
Bulletin.  Using  the  fruits  of  this  new  work  it  is  now  time  for  a  general  re-appraisal 
^  of  the  whole  problem. 

Early  Numismatists — 1. 

Turning  now  from  the  first  coins  to  the  first  numismatists,  it  is  interesting  to 
consider  the  development  of  numismatic  theory.  In  this  column  this  month  and  in 
future  months  I  intend  to  outline  the  history  of  numismatic  thought  from  the  Greeks 
to  the  present  day.  The  earliest  historical  reference  to  coins  was  made  by  Herodotos, 
the  Greek  historian  who  tradition  tells  us  was  born  in  484  b.c.,  and  who  died  about 
425  B.c.  He  came  from  Halicarnassus,  in  Caria.  He  records  that  there  was  a  tradition 
ascribing  the  invention  of  coins  to  the  Lydians.  The  other  early  reference  to  the 
invention  of  coinage  was  made  by  an  Ionian  philosopher,  Xenophanes  of  Colophon 
(c.  550  B.c.)  whose  account,  though  lost,  is  preserved  in  the  form  of  a  reference  in 
Julius  Pollux.  There  are  many  references  to  coins  in  Greek  literature,  especially  in 
the  writings  of  the  comic  playwright  Aristophanes,  but  these  are  not  historical 
references  and  the  Greeks  cannot  be  termed  “numismatists”  in  our  sense  of  the  word. 
A  Greek  coin  collection  is  known,  and  it  would  seem  that  there  were  coin  collectors 
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in  both  Greek  and  Roman  times.  As  Laing  pointed  out  recently  in  this  Bulletin, 
there  is  a  Roman  coin  collection  from  Colchester. 

Roman  references  to  coins  are  also  of  an  indirect  nature  for  the  most  part,  though 
Pliny  the  Elder  (a.d.  23/24-79)  gave  a  valuable  account  of  Roman  coinage  in  his 
Naturalis  Historia,  a  curious  collection  of  facts  about  innumerable  subjects,  using  for 
his  sources  2,000  books,  dealing  with  zoology  to  geography.  He  was  killed  in  the 
eruption  of  Vesuvius  at  Pompeii. 

The  first  numismatist,  according  to  tradition,  was  the  humanist  Petrarch,  born 
near  Arezzo  in  1304.  He  died  in  1374.  Petrarch  devoted  himself  to  the  revival  of 
interest  in  Classical  learning,  and  was  one  of  the  major  figures  of  the  early  Italian 
Renaissance.  It  is  said  that  Petrarch  had  a  fine  collection,  and  this  would  seem  very 
probable.  Probably  his  contemporaries  were  beginning  to  take  an  interest  in  coins 
too.  In  my  next  column  I  shall  consider  the  Renaissance  and  the  birth  of  numismatics. 

National  Numismatic  Congress. 

The  National  Numismatic  Congress  has  come  round  again,  which  is  a  gentle 
reminder  that  something  of  the  amateur  spirit  of  19th-century  numismatics  is  still 
with  us.  It  is,  one  supposes,  natural  in  a  subject  like  numismatics  to  have  the  bulk 
of  interest  concentrated  on  the  collecting  rather  than  the  studying  side  of  the  subject. 
The  Congress  would,  however,  give  an  excellent  opportunity  for  numismatists  to 
present  to  the  coin  collecting  public  the  result  of  their  recent  w'ork,  and  to  give  both 
their  fellow  students  and  coin  collectors  generally  an  opportunity  to  discuss  matters 
relating  to  numismatics  as  a  whole.  The  lectures  given  at  the  Congress  are  usually 
of  high  standard,  but  alas,  little  constructive  thought  and  discussion  follows  them. 
Some  lectures  have  in  the  past  not  been  related  to  coins  at  all.  A  good  time  is  had 
by  all,  but  how  much  does  numismatics  benefit?  Admittedly  in  recent  years  the 
nature  of  the  Conference  has  been  greatly  improved  by  a  more  strict  adherence  to 
the  theme  of  “the  numismatics  of  the  area  in  which  the  Conference  is  held”,  an 
improvement  which  has  no  doubt  lost  the  Conference  the  support  of  the  type  of 
collector  who  found  it  less  effort  to  listen  to  someone  telling  him  numismatic  common¬ 
places  than  to  read  them  in  the  standard  textbooks.  This  year’s  programme  looks 
promising,  but  how  the  Conference  would  benefit  by  the  publication  (even  in  the 
form  of  a  duplicated  hand-out)  of  a  report  summing  up  the  lectures  and  the  results 
of  the  discussion !  How  tiresome  it  is  to  know  the  results  of  recent  research  and  be 
unable  to  make  use  of  them  because  of  the  etiquette  which  forbids  the  use  of  material 
which  the  research  worker  has  been  too  lazy  to  set  out  in  print.  It  is  as  much  a  crime 
against  scholarship  not  to  publish  as  to  make  use  of  other  scholar’s  unpublished 
material.

THE  ARMY. 

The  medals  rolls  for  each  Regiment  vary  considerably  but  generally  speaking 
separate  the  Effectives,  i.e.,  serving  soldiers,  from  the  Non-Effectives,  i.e.,  those  men 
who  have  become  time-expired  or  have  been  transferred  to  another  unit  or  discharged. 
In  some  cases  the  dates  for  the  years  of  service  are  clearly  shown,  but  in  the  non- 
effective  lists  the  actual  dates  of  service  in  New  Zealand  are  usual  with  the  date  the 
man  becomes  non-effective. 

There  is  no  roll  for  the  Staff,  the  first  roll  being  that  of — 
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The  Royal  Artillery. 

The  first  Artillery  roll  is  for  the  Staff  and  contains : 

1846-1866—3  Officers. 

1861-1866 — 7  Non-Commissioned  Officers. 

1864-1866 — 1  Non-Commissioned  Officer. 

9th  Bty.  2nd  Bde.  25  names  are  returned,  all  entitled  to  1864-1866. 

“J”  Bty.  4th  Bde.  The  roll  for  this  Battery  show^s  a  variety  of  dates: 

1860-1865 — 3  names.  1860-1866 — 1  name. 

1861  &  1863-1866 — 2  names.  1863-1865 — 1  name. 

1863- 1866 — 13  names.  1864 — 7  names. 

1864- 1865 — 3  names,  one  medal  not  being  issued  until  1909. 

1864-1866 — 88  names. 

4th  Coast  Bde.  R.A.  This  is  a  Non-Effective  list  and  has  20  names,  all  credited  with 
the  dates  1861-1866.  Two  of  the  Officers  named  in  this  list  won  the  victoria  cross 
and  the  medal  for  one  is  recorded  as  returned  to  Woolwich  Arsenal,  but  as  the 
Officer  rose  in  rank  before  retirement  the  medal  was  no  doubt  issued. 

?>rd  Bty.  \2th  Bde.  Ten  Effectives  appear  in  the  rolls  as  entitled  to  1860-1864  and 
one  entitled  to  1858-1865.  Other  dates  for  Non-Effectives  are: 

1860 — 2  names,  but  as  both  were  killed-in-action  it  is  doubtful  if  the  medals 
were  issued. 

1860-1861 — 2  Officers  and  1  N.C.O. 

1860-1863 — 1  Gunner. 

1860- 1864 — 31  names:  1  drowned,  1  killed-in-action,  1  transferred  and  the 

rest  discharged. 

1861- 1864 — 2  N.C.Os — discharged. 

1862- 1864—1  Officer. 

1863- 1864 — 1  Gunner  discharged. 

No.  2  Coy.,  6th  Bn.  R.A.  This  is  a  Non-Effective  list  and  gives  the  various  dates  of 
retirement  or  discharge.  The  service  of  this  Company  was  in  the  First  Maori  War 
and  the  last  man  to  be  discharged  a  corporal  at  Shoeburyness  in  1868.  Several  men 
of  this  Company  took  their  discharge,  on  payment  of  various  sums  from  £4  to  £\2, 
in  New  Zealand,  six  are  shown  as  “dead”  through  various  reasons,  and  one  man  is 
specially  mentioned  for  his  Meritorious  Conduct  on  the  6th  July,  1846,  when  under 
command  of  Major  Last  of  the  99th  Regiment.

The  Non-Effective  List  gives  52  names  mostly  with  reference  to  the  years

served  for  two  periods — 1861  and  1863-1864 — no  mention  being  made  of  the  year 
1862. 
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1st  Bn.  The  12th  Regiment — The  East  Suffolk  Regiment  and  later  The  Suffolk 
Regiment.  The  Effective  List  gives  the  following  years  against  the  names :

The  Non-Effective  roll  gives  a  greater  variety  of  possible  dates,  but  no  mention 
is  made  of  medals  issued  undated :

There  are  four  entries  as  1863-1867  and  of  the  single  dates  one  finds  1863  (1),

2nd  Bn.  The  14th  Regiment — The  Buckinghamshire,  Prince  of  Wales’s  Own 
Regiment — later  The  West  Yorkshire  Regiment. 

The  Effective  roll  shows  that  20  Officers  and  796  other  Ranks  were  entitled  to 
the  medal  dated  1861-1866,  and  it  is  noted  that  260  medals  were  forwarded  to  the 
Officer  Commanding,  95  were  returned  to  the  Mint  as  deserters’  medals.  There  is 
a  supplementary  roll  of  19  names. 

The  Non-Effective  roll  shows  that  10  Officers  and  100  other  Ranks  left  the 
Regiment  before  1866,  and  that  20  Officers  and  153  men  were  entitled  to  the  dates 
1861-1866.  An  undated  and  noted  medal  for  a  man  in  this  roll  shows  that  his  period 
of  service  was  during  1861-1866.  Of  the  10  Officers  who  left  the  Regiment  before 
1866,  nine  had  sold  their  commissions.  Of  the  other  Ranks  in  the  Non-Effective 
list  13  are  shown  as  transferred  to  other  units,  but  no  date  is  given  for  their  becoming 
non-effective.  At  the  end  of  the  roll  is  a  list  of  174  men  who  were  to  be  transferred 
to  the  2nd  Bn.  The  18th  Regiment,  of  these  20  were  not  transferred  being  discharged 
instead,  and  63  deserted  before  transfer. 

2nd  Bn.  The  18th  Regiment — The  Royal  Irish  Regiment.  This  Regiment  retained 
its  title  up  to  the  time  of  its  disbandment  in  1922. 

The  Effective  roll  for  this  Regiment  gives  the  years  of  service  and  general  dates 
for  the  Regiment  as  follows : 


1863- 1866 — approximately  500  names. 

1864- 1866 — approximately  100  names. 

1865- 1866 — approximately  34  names. 

These  numbers  differ  from  those  in  Mr.  O.  D.  Cresswell’s  Book  on  Irish  Medals, 
his  figures  being  463-68-30  respectively  as  deserters  are  not  included.  There  are  a 
few  other  dates  1863-1865  (2),  1864-1865  (1),  and  1866  to  Bandmaster  Quinn  whose 
medal  was  in  the  recent  Elson  Sale. 

No  note  is  made  of  any  medals  issued  undated  and  there  is  no  second  roll  for 
Non-Effectives,  but  an  abstract: 

271  Effectives. 

89  transferred  from  2/ 14th  Regiment. 

131  deserted. 

254  discharged. 

There  are  at  least  two  cases  recorded  where  the  deserters  had  their  medals  restored 
as  an  act  of  clemency,  one  in  1923  and  the  other  in  1924.

Obv.  and  rev.  as  last.  E.  Engrailed. 

It  is  also  mentioned  by  Dr.  Josef  Brettauer  in  his  Katalog  der  Sammlung 

Medicina  in  Nummis,  Vienna,  1937. 

On  1st  September,  1774,  Samuel  Hannah  (spelt  mainly  Hannay  but  on  a  number 
of  occasions  Hannah)  took  out  a  Patent  for  a  preventive  medicine,  which  is  presumably 
the  “only  infallible  preventive  of  a  certain  disease”  mentioned  on  the  Token. 

In  the  London  Directories  of  1787  and  1789  the  firm  is  styled  Sir  Samuel  Hannah 
and  William  Duncan,  3  Philpot  Lane. 

Sir  Samuel  made  his  preventive  discovery  in  1750,  and  established  a  flourishing 
Pharmaceutical  Business  in  1762. 

Samuel  Hannay  was  the  head  of  a  distinguished  Scottish  Family,  the  Hannays 
of  Kirkdale,  who  had  held  their  land  in  Galloway  since  1530.  Stewart  Francis,  in  his 
book  The  Hannays  of  Sorbie,  tells  us  that  Samuel  was  the  son  of  William  Hannay  of 
Kirkdale  and  Mary  Johnson  of  Girthon.  As  the  family  fortunes  were  not  all  that  they 
might  have  been,  like  so  many  Scots  before  and  after  him,  he  took  the  road  to  London 
and  into  business  as  a  druggist;  eventually  becoming  a  very  wealthy  manufacturer 
of  chemicals  and  drugs.  He  made  several  fortunes  and  also  lost  some.  He  w^as  a 
typical  18th-century  character,  living  in  great  style  and  magnificence  in  London,  and 
was  sometime  M.P.  for  Westminster.  He  commissioned  the  famous  architect  Adams 
who  designed  Sion  House,  Middlesex,  for  the  Duke  of  Northumberland,  and  Luton 
Hoo,  in  Bedfordshire,  seat  of  the  Earl  of  Bute  when  Prime  Minister,  to  build  the 
House  of  Kirkdale  in  the  Stewartry  of  Kirkcudbright.  Kirkdale,  which  is  still  owned 
by  his  descendants,  is  an  imposing  house  built  on  a  dominating  site  overlooking  the 
sea,  the  Wigtown  Coast  and  the  Cumberland  Hills. 

Stewart  Francis  goes  on  to  tell  us  that  Sir  Samuel  “had  considerable  irons  in  the 
fire  in  the  Americas,  and  in  1764  requested  a  grant  of  20,000  acres  in  West  Florida — 
two  years  later  he  received  the  grant,  but  only  for  500  acres.  He  did  receive,  however, 
in  addition  the  office  of  Provost  Marshal  of  East  and  West  Florida  at  a  salary  of 
;C100  per  annum,  which  he  no  doubt  executed  through  some  other  person,  reserving 
to  himself  the  very  considerable  revenues  from  the  appointment.  In  1779  he  was 
reporting  to  the  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations  in  London  on  the  state 
of  those  Provinces.  Again  in  1782,  he  was  agent  for  a  certain  Adam  Christie,  who 
was  complaining  to  the  Commissioners  against  Peter  Chester,  the  Governor  of 
West  Florida.” 

In  1783,  Samuel  was  served  heir  to  Sir  Robert  Hannay  of  Mochrum  2nd  Baronet. 
This  was  a  Nova  Scotia  Baronetcy  which  had  been  granted  by  Charles  I  in  1629  to 
a  cavalier  ancestor. 

Samuel  Hannay  married  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Robert  Meade,  and  had 
several  children.  He  died  in  1790  having  lived  the  life  of  an  18th-century  Grandee 
leaving  vast  debts — he  had  dissipated  his  own  fortune  and  that  of  his  brother.  Colonel 
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Alexander  Hannay,  a  Scots  soldier  of  fortune  who  had  fought  at  Minden  and 
Warburg,  served  with  East  India  Company,  becoming  Adjutant- General  of  the  Army 
in  India  and  Commander  of  the  Army  of  the  King  of  Oudh.  Colonel  Hannay  was 
a  friend  of  Warren  Hastings  and  gave  evidence  on  his  behalf  at  Hasting’s  Impeachment 
in  1786. 

To  return  to  Sir  Samuel,  Francis  states  that  at  his  death  his  debts  were  ;;(^200,000, 
a  fabulous  sum  in  1790.  Fortunately,  for  the  family,  Scottish  law  protects  the 
dependants  and  one-third  of  the  estate  could  not  be  sequestrated,  but  was  reserved 
for  the  use  of  his  widow.  Another  brother,  Ramsay,  bought  the  rest  of  his  Scottish 
Estates  and  they  eventually  passed  to  his  son,  also  Sir  Samuel,  who  became  an 
Officer  of  the  Imperial  Guard  of  the  Emperor  of  Austria. 

Sir  Samuel’s  firm  later  became  known  as  Hannay  and  Dietrichsen  and  their  place 
of  business — 63  Oxford  Street,  London.  They  printed,  published,  and  sold  for 
sixpence  an  Almanac.  The  1844  issue  describes  itself  as  “An  Almanac;  Nautical  and 
Astronomical  Ephemeris;  Daily  Tides  Tables  for  the  Ports  of  London,  Bristol,  Hull 
and  Liverpool;  Court  and  County  Register  and  Book  of  General  Reference  and 
Information  for  the  year  of  our  Lord  1844  being  the  Bissextile  or  Leap  Year  and  the 
Eight  of  the  Reign  of  her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria”. 

The  second  part  of  the  Almanac  comprises  a  catalogue  of  Patent  Medicines  and 
Perfumery  sold  by  the  firm.  They  were  Perfumers  to  the  Queen,  the  Queen  Dowager 
and  the  Duchess  of  Kent. 

Some  of  their  merchandise  is  interesting.  For  their  Oriental  Oil  they  claimed  it 
was  “Unequalled  for  promoting  the  growth  of  the  hair,  preserving  it  from  decay,  and 
restoring  it  if  injured  or  destroyed,  rendering  it  of  a  fine  soft  silky  appearance”. 
Price  3/6  in  ^  Pints;  Imperial  Lip  Salve  in  china  boxes  cost  1/-;  Royal  Kensington 
Soap  in  packets  of  3  squares  cost  1/-;  Vegetable,  Astringent,  Antiseptic,  Tooth- 
Powder  cost  2/9  per  box;  Genuine  Russian  Bear’s  Grease  (for  hair)  was  sold  in  pots 
at  1/-,  2/6  and  5/-  and  for  exportation  to  warm  climates  in  glass  jars  with  stoppers 
at  4/-  and  8/-  each;  Pomade  in  pots  1/-,  2/6,  3/6  and  5/-,  but  not  “recommended  to 
ladies  with  auburn  or  light  hair,  as  the  application  of  this  Pomade  tends  to  darken 
the  colour”.  For  the  Head-Ache — concentrated  smelling  salts  in  cut  Bottles  with 
Glass  Stoppers  2/-  each;  Rondeletia  Soap  1/-  a  square;  O’Kelly’s  Hair  Dye — 6/-  per 
bottle — “Prepared  by  Thomas  O’Kelly”,  late  Valet  to  his  Excellency  Sadi  Bey, 
formerly  Persian  Minister  to  Court  of  England.  Sticking  Plaister,  price  sixpence ; 
“this  useful  article  is  a  great  improvement  of  the  old  Court  Plaister,  as  it  will  adhere 
until  a  cut  is  healed  up,  and  does  not  come  off  when  washing  the  hands”.  The  True 
Pomade  Divine  at  2/9,  “as  prepared  for  many  years  for  the  use  of  her  late  Majesty 
Queen  Charlotte”;  this  pomade  was  useful  for,  “all  sorts  of  swelling  and  bruises. 
Stiff  Necks,  swellings  occasioned  by  the  Evil  Piles,  Fistular,  Gangrene,  Scalds, 
Burns,”  and  even  for  “Gentlemen’s  tender  chins  exposed  to  the  wind  in  riding  or 
hunting”. 

The  range  of  goods  sold  at  their  Patent  Medicine  Warehouse  are  listed  in  the 
Almanac  and  number  over  1,000.  One  of  their  specialities  was  Medicine  Chests 
made  in  Mahogany  of  various  types  including  Portable,  Carriage,  Pocket,  Travelling, 
Ship,  Emigrant,  etc. 

The  Library  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  17  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.l,  have  copies  of  the  Almanacs  for  the  years  1844,  1847, 
1853  and  1858. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  establish  when  the  Token  was  issued.  It  is  likely  that 
initially  it  was  issued  as  an  advertising  piece,  but  may  have  passed  for  currency  as 
some  of  the  specimens  that  I  have  seen  have  been  worn  and  seem  to  have  been  in 
circulation.

COIN  COLLECTORS  FINANCE  RIFLES  FOR  FLICANIA. 

By  J.  P.  d’Ivo. 

Archibald  Itch’nose,  the  newly  elected  President  of  Flicania,  had  the  political 
and  military  situation  well  in  hand.  However  one  imperfection  marred  this  beautiful 
country.  The  Guard  at  the  Presidential  Palace  was  armed  with  weapons,  the 
antiquity  of  which  was  fast  becoming  a  national  joke.  The  President  had  plans  to 
equip  it  with  modern  rifles  as  soon  as  possible.  Balkania,  that  peace-loving  Eastern 
European  country,  had  already  made  a  very  tempting  offer  of  some  500  BF2  rifles 
at  a  bargain  price.  However,  as  the  Minister  of  Defence  had  pointed  out,  at  the 
moment  there  was  no  money  available  to  make  this  purchase  possible. 

This  worried  President  Itch’nose  and  so  last  November  he  raised  the  matter 
again  during  a  Cabinet  meeting.  All  sorts  of  proposals  were  put  forward  by  the 
different  ministers  as  to  how  the  money  for  the  rifles  should  be  raised.  The  Post¬ 
master  General  proposed  to  issue  yet  15  more  series  of  stamps,  this  time  showing 
samples  of  Flicanian  flora,  paintings  from  the  Itch’nose  collection,  old  cars,  world 
flags,  etc.  But  this  was  rejected  on  the  grounds  that  the  profit  made  from  these 
stamps  would  enable  only  about  a  third  of  the  necessary  shot-guns  to  be  purchased. 
Someone  suggested  asking  Russia  for  a  loan.  That  was  unanimously  considered 
unwise,  as  the  good  relations  with  America  might  suffer  seriously  under  a  Russian- 
inspired  build-up  of  weapons. 

Then  there  was  a  long  silence.  Everyone  tried  to  think  of  new  ideas.  Suddenly 
someone  (it  turned  out  to  be  Mr.  Unc  Eftee’cee,  Minister  without  Portfolio)  shouted : 
“I’ve  got  it!  Proof  sets!  Proof  sets!”  His  audience,  of  course,  had  no  idea  what  the 
Minister  was  getting  at.  Proof  sets  ?  What  are  proof  sets  ?  How  on  earth  can  one 
make  money  with  that  ?  This  showed  clearly  that  no  one  else  in  the  Cabinet  was 
up-to-date  with  the  latest  numismatic  trend.  But  Eftee’cee  soon  went  into  detail 
and  what  he  actually  said  is  worth  recording.  “Gentlemen,”  he  started,  “to  produce 
proof  coins  is  the  way  to  make  money  these  days!  Although  our  country  uses  the 
coins  of  neighbouring  Luxenstein,  I  ask  you:  why  should  we  not  have  our  own 
national  currency  ?  Not  for  circulation,  of  course,  but  for  the  fun  of  it.  We  would 
strike  the  coins  and  then  sell  them  to  coin  collectors,  so-called  ‘numismatists’.  You 
just  can’t  imagine  how  keen  these  people  are  to  buy  things  of  that  nature.  The  profit 
we  would  make  from  this  venture  could  run  into  many  thousands  of  dollars.  .  .  .” 
The  Cabinet  supported  this  suggestion  with  great  enthusiasm  and,  above  all,  the 
President,  who  nominated  Eftee’cee  as  Minister  for  Coin-Production  on  the  spot. 

This  meeting  took  place  about  six  months  ago  and  last  month  the  first  coins  of 
Flicania  appeared  on  the  market.  Coin  collectors  should  be  delighted,  because  the 
new  Flicanian  coinage  is  most  attractive,  very  unusual  and  extremely  varied. 


The  unit  is  the  Flic,  divided  into  100  Itches  (named  in  honour  of  the  President). 
In  all  there  are  six  denominations:  One  Flic  (crown  size,  naturally),  50,  20,  10,  5  and 
1  Itch.  All  the  coins  show  the  portrait  of  the  President  in  a  top  hat.  The  reverses 
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have  the  values  and  show  a  diversity  of  subjects:  a  long-eared  guinea  pig  (the  national 
nf  Fr  ’  F^canian  flag,  an  empty  wine-bottle  (symbol  of  the  glass  industry),  a  map 
of  Fhcania  the  Presidential  ^lace  and  (on  the  one  Itch  piece)  a  green  rose,  a  typical 

.ample  of  Fhcaman  flora.  The  coins  are  made  of  fairly  good  silver  and  are  all  in 
the  most  perfect  brilliant  proof  condition.  They  are  available  only  in  a  luxurious 
half-leather  presentation  case,  price  £6.  Total  issue:  75,000  sets.  For  the  more 
discriminating  collector,  250  sets  have  been  struck  in  gold,  price  T200.  A  verv  eood 
investment  m  my  opinion.  A  must  for  every  speculator!  Then,  for  the  not-so-rich 
collector,  a  set  m  nickel  is  also  available.  Price  65/-.  Total  issue  25,000  sets.  There 
are,  1  understand,  also  plans  to  strike  a  number  of  sets  in  platinum. 

Last  week  a  spokesman  for  the  Flicanian  Ministry  of  Coin-Production  said  almost 
the  entire  issue  was  sold  out  and  Fhcania  was  considering  striking  more  sets.  However 
collectors  and  investors  need  not  be  alarmed.  The  next  issue  will  differ  slightly,  in  as 
much  as  the  President  will  appear  hatless.  This  will  constitute  a  very  interesting 

variety  of  this  fascinating  coinage  and  I  forecast  that  the  second  issue  will  be  as 
popular  as  the  first  one.

SUSPENSION.  By  means  of  a  silver  ring  fitted  by  a  silver  clasp  attachment  to  the  top 

of  the  piece  through  which  the  ribbon  passes. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  this  will  serve  to  correct  any  false  impression  that  may  have  arisen 
in  the  minds  of  medal  collectors.

Saxe-Coburg-Gotha.  I  found  Mr.  Divo’s  article  on  the  coins  of  Saxe-Coburg-Gotha 
most  informative,  the  significance  of  Saalfeld  and  Lichtenberg  had  puzzled  me  for  some  time. 

As  an  interesting  postscript  it  could  have  been  pointed  out  that  Coburg  was  incorporated 
in  Bavaria  in  1921,  whereas  Gotha  and,  indeed,  all  the  other  small  Thuringian  states,  are  in 
East  Germany. 

Coins  found  at  Ein  Gedi.  A  cache  of  142  coins  dating  from  the  end  of  the  Second 
Temple,  the  period  of  King  Agrippa  I  to  the  Governors  of  Nero,  10  b.c.  to  68  a.d.,  has  been 
found  at  the  Herodian  building  at  Ein  Gedi,  on  the  Dead  Sea. — Daily  Telegraph,  20th  April, 
1965. 
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Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held  on  the 
17th  March,  with  Mr.  G.  K.  Jenkins,  Secretary,  in  the 
chair.  Professor  R.  J.  Hopper  read  a  paper  on  “The 
Athenian  Wappenmiinzen” .  This  was  concerned  mainly 
with  an  examination  of  W appenmiinzen  die-relations 
which  seem  to  show  evidence  that  they  are  one  minting 
group,  but  with  a  consecutive  not  alternating  use  of  the 
obverse  die.  Views  were  also  expressed  briefly  on  the 
probable  issue  of  the  coins  by  the  Athenians  in  relation 
to  a  religious  festival  rather  than  by  a  clan,  party  or 
family. 

At  the  April  meeting,  held  on  the  21st,  with  Mr.  Philip 
Grierson,  President,  in  the  chair,  Mr.  R.  A.  G.  Carson 
read  a  paper  on  “The  Gloucester  Treasure  Trove  and 
its  problems”.  This  find  of  15,544  coins  is  a  unique 
hoard  for  Roman  Britain  in  that  it  consisted  almost 
exclusively  of  afitoniniani  of  the  post-Aurelian  reform 
type.  The  content  of  the  hoard  was  discussed  and  points 
of  interest  and  problems  in  its  coinages  commented  upon. 
The  coins  of  the  hoard  had  been  carefully  selected  to 
include  only  the  better  quality  pieces.  The  virtual 
exclusion  of  coins  of  the  British  emperors  Carausius  and 
Allectus  suggested  that  the  hoarder  had  anticipated  the 
recovery  of  the  province  of  Britain  by  the  legitimate 
emperors. 

Birmingham  Numismatic  Society  Outing.  On 
Saturday,  27th  March,  members  of  the  Birmingham 
Numismatic  Society  boarded  a  coach  at  the  Hall  of 
Memory,  and  headed  for  London,  The  trip — designed 
as  a  soci^  outing  for  members,  wives  and  friends — was 


by  way  of  being  a  birthday  celebration  for  the  Society 
which  took  its  first  steps  forward  just  twelve  months  ago. 
Over  the  year  membership  has  grown  steadily,  and  at 
the  present  moment  there  are  thirty-three  members. 
What  better  climax  to  such  a  year  than  a  visit  to  the 
Mecca  of  coin-collectors — the  British  Museum  ? 

Prior  arrangements  had  ensured  that  the  Department 
of  Coins  and  Medals  would  be  open  to  members,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations,  viewing  was  restricted 
to  five  or  six  members  at  a  time.  In  the  rather  limited 
time  available  a  varied  selection  of  types — from  earliest 
Roman  to  modern  British — were  fascinatingly  described 
by  Mr.  Jenkins,  Keeper  of  Coins,  and  Miss  Archibald, 
and  the  Society  expressed  appreciation  for  the  consider¬ 
able  attention  given. 

A  general  tour  of  the  rest  of  the  Museuin  provided 
members  with  many  interesting  glimpses  into  other 
aspects  of  the  past — and  an  interesting  afternoon  went 
by  all  too  quickly. 

From  the  Museum  the  party  went  by  coach  to  a 
restaurant  in  the  Strand,  for  a  meal.  This  was  followed 
by  a  stroll  through  London’s  streets  to  Her  Majesty’s 
Theatre,  where  seats  had  been  booked  for  the  “Right 
Honourable  Gentleman”,  starring  Anthony  Quayle. 
After  the  show,  from  Trafalgar  Square  the  return 
journey  by  coach  began,  and  four  hours  later  the  party 
was  back  in  its  home  town,  tired,  perhaps,  but  satisfied. 

Coventry  and  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  On  Friday, 
2nd  April,  Mr.  E.  W.  Danson  came  to  us  from  the 
recently  formed  Derbyshire  Numismatic  Society  and. 
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in  addition  to  bringing  us  the  greetings  and  good  wishes 
of  that  Society  and  of  the  older  Numismatic  Society  of 
Nottinghamshire,  gave  us  a  very  fine  talk  on  “Numis¬ 
matic  Wanderings  in  the  Midlands”. 

Air.  Danson  confined  his  talk  chiefly  to  the  north-east 
corner  of  the  Midlands  and  special  references  were  made 
to  Derbyshire,  Nottinghamshire,  Leicestershire  and 
Rutlandshire.  From  the  many  facets  of  Mr.  Danson’s 
talk  we  select  his  dissertation  on  the  coins  of  Stephen — 
regular  and  irregular;  on  the  siege  pieces  of  Newark; 
on  the  17th-century  tokens  of  the  Midlands  towns  and, 
finally,  his  really  fine  theory — almost  a  thesis — on  the 
origin  and  uses  of  what  he  chose  to  call  “pub”  tokens — 
the  last  named  being  a  branch  of  numismatics  hitherto 
completely  unknown  to  any  of  the  Coventry  Society. 

Derbyshire  Num.  Soc.  At  its  April  meeting,  the 
Derbyshire  Numismatic  Society  heard  Mr.  G.  G. 
Chamberlain  speak  of  varieties  to  be  found  among 
modern  English  coins.  As  most  of  the  members  collect 
this  popular  series,  the  evening’s  topic  was  of  particular 
interest,  and  the  speaker  gave  much  information  which 
was  new  to  many.  The  whole  of  the  current  coinage 
from  the  beginning  of  Victoria’s  reign,  comprising  silver 
from  1838  and  bronze  from  1860,  was  covered  and  the 
talk  was  accompanied  by  a  large  display  of  specimens. 

Hayes  (Middx)  &  Dist.  Coin  Club.  At  the  120th 
meeting  held  in  March  Mr.  Schroeder  gave  a  short  talk 
entitled  “Some  Aspects  of  the  Austrian  Coinage”. 

He  commenced  with  the  reign  of  Maria  Theresa, 
1740-1780,  and  briefly  covered  the  various  coinages 
struck,  up  to  the  present  day. 

The  Hayes  Coin  Club  meet  on  the  3rd  Thursday  in 
every  month  (August  excepted)  at  the  Yeading  Lane 
Library,  Yeading  Lane,  Hayes,  Middx.  All  enquiries 
concerning  the  Club’s  activities  should  be  sent  to  the 
Secretary:  G.  A.  Buckingham,  52  Windermere  Avenue, 
Eastcote,  Middlesex. 

Huddersfield  Num.  Soc.  At  the  April  meeting  of 
this  Society,  before  an  audience  of  twenty-eight  members, 
two  short  papers  were  presented  by  Mr.  A.  Farrer  of 
Elland  and  Air.  E.  A.  Wood  of  Huddersfield. 

In  his  paper  on  “Civil  War  Siege  Pieces”  Mr.  Wood 
said  that  whilst  the  siege  pieces  of  Carlisle,  Colchester, 
Newark,  Pontefract  and  Scarborough  bitterly  reflected 
the  straits  of  the  Royalists  in  their  beleaguered  struggles 
against  the  Parliamentarians,  they  are  without  doubt 
unique  in  the  story  of  the  English  Silver  Coinage.  He 
pointed  out  that  these  coins  were  often  made  from  family 
plate  and  that  sometimes  even  the  original  hall  mark  was 
visible  after  the  coins  had  been  cut  out  and  stamped 
with  a  mark  of  value  according  to  their  weight.  The 
speaker  then  proceeded  to  give  details  of  all  the  issues 
and  also  a  full  historical  description  of  the  campaigns. 
The  paper  was  illustrated  with  electrotype  pieces. 

Mr.  Farrer  gave  an  illustrated  paper  on  the  Military 
Aledals  of  India  starting  from  the  Seringapatam  medal 
of  1799  and  ending  with  the  India  General  Service  Aiedal 
of  1936-39.  Tribute  was  paid  to  the  men  who  received 
these  medals  by  stating  the  atrocious  conditions  of 
service  and  the  fact  that  disease  claimed  more  victims 
than  the  enemy.  An  unusual  British  India  Aiedal  in  the 
form  of  a  Charles  II  crown  with  an  inscription  on  the 
reverse  relating  to  one  Alexander  Paton  who  died  in 
active  service  at  Madras,  was  exhibited  by  Mr.  Morgan. 

A  visitor,  Sgt.  Holdsworth  of  the  Bradford  City 
Police,  showed  a  unique  collection  of  Gallantry  Awards 
made  to  the  services  in  connection  with  their  work  at 
the  Low  Moor  (Bradford)  Munition  Works  explosion 
in  August,  1916. 

Lancashire  Num.  Soc.  The  Annual  General 
Aleeting  for  the  year  1964-5  was  held  on  the  fifth  of 
May  1965,  in  the  rooms  of  the  Methodist  Central 
Hall,  Oldham  Street,  Manchester. 

The  Secretary’s  and  Treasurer’s  reports  reflected 
very  clearly  the  healthy  position  of  the  Society  at  this 
time,  both  financially  and  with  regard  to  membership. 

The  following  Officers  were  elected  for  1965-66: 
President,  Dr.  W.  H.  Chaloner;  Treasurer,  Air.  H. 
W.  D.  Absalom;  Secretary,  Air.  R.  C.  Senior. 

Several  topics  were  discussed  including  the  revision 
of  the  Society’s  rules,  this  year’s  excursion  and  possi¬ 
bilities  for  the  subjects  of  next  year’s  meetings.  One 
item  of  business  was  the  application  from  a  Girls’  School 
for  associate  membership,  the  acceptance  of  which 
pleased  many  members! 


After  the  conclusion  of  the  Society’s  business  and 
in  place  of  the  usual  exhibition  of  coins  and  Small  talk, 
the  Society  tried  an  experiment  by  having  an  auction 
of  members’  duplicates,  which  turned  out  to  be  more 
successful  than  we  could  have  hoped  for.

Reading  Coin  Club.  The  evening  started  with  a 
large  display  of  numismatic  books  and  periodicals. 
Short  of  actually  handling  coins,  most  of  a  collector’s 
knowledge  must  inevitably  come  from  reading  about 
them  and  the  display  showed  how  much  there  was 
available.  Many  of  the  periodicals  belonged  to  the 
club’s  library,  and  were  freely  available  to  members 
on  loan.  In  many  cases  this  was  due  to  the  generosity 
of  publishers  who  sometimes  provided  free  copies  of 
the  publications  for  the  club  library. 

The  main  event  of  the  evening  was  a  talk  by  Dr.  J.  P. 
C.  Kent  of  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Aledals  at  the 
British  Museum.  With  practised  ease  Dr.  Kent 
described  the  organisation  and  workings  of  his  depart¬ 
ment  and  left  many  members  amazed  at  the  tremendous 
variety  of  problems  with  which  a  professional  numismatis  t 
must  be  prepared  to  cope.  Dr.  Kent  made  the  point 
that  a  major  purpose  of  a  great  national  collection  was 
to  enable  students  (of  all  ages)  to  solve  their  numismatic 
problems  and  that  the  answering  of  queries  was  an 
essential  part  of  the  activities  of  his  department. 

To  conclude.  Dr.  Kent  showed  a  selection  of  colour 
slides  of  some  of  the  British  .Museum’s  treasures,  many 
of  which  were  perfect  examples  of  the  art  of  engraving 
and  provided  a  standard  against  which  our  current 
coinage  compares  so  inadequately. 

The  Wessex  Numismatic  Society,  Bournemouth. 

The  visit  from  London  of  the  Greek  classical  expert, 
G.  E.  Muller,  was  the  highlight  of  the  April  meeting  of 
the  above  Society.  This  was  the  annual  “Smythe 
Memorial  Lecture”  and  our  guest  speaker  paid  tribute 
to  the  late  V.  du  Bedat-Smythe,  whose  work  for  this 
society  was  immense,  his  numismatic  interest  wide  and 
varied,  and  his  collection  of  ancient  coins  famous. 

Our  speaker  began  by  asking  what  brought  about  this 
medium  of  exchange  in  the  8th  century  b.c.  when  only 
by  means  of  barter  could  an  article,  piece  of  property, 
or  anything  of  value  be  exchanged.  Pieces  of  metal 
began  to  replace  the  articles  themselves,  even  iron,  in 
the  shape  of  rods  or  bars,  and  the  Bible  refers  to  occasions 
when  these  were  used.  Abraham  bought  a  field  to  bury 
his  wife,  and  paid  so  much  weight  in  Shekels.  The 
earliest  monetary  transactions  were  with  lumps  of  silver 
or  gold  of  specific  weight,  a  mark  being  made  on  them 
which  was  easily  recognised,  the  marks  being  like 
crescents  or  dots,  sometimes  geometrical.  Bankers 
would  have  made  them,  or  people  who  gathered  the 
money ;  Darics  of  Persia  have  a  sunken  compartment  on 
one  side,  with  a  figure  on  the  other.  The  coins  of  Lydia 
are  the  earliest  known  to  civilisation,  heads,  or  figures  of 
animals  were  the  first  types.  Each  city  of  importance 
issued  its  own  currency,  and  the  various  emblems  used 
became  famous,  the  Owl  for  Athens,  the  Stag  of  Miletus, 
Boy  on  the  Dolphin  for  Tarentum,  the  splendid  quadrigas 
of  Syracuse,  the  Sea  Turtle  of  Aegina,  etc.  The  beauty 
of  these  ancient  pieces  has  remained  unrivalled,  and  the 
exact  method  used  is  unknown;  nothing  has  been  seen 
like  it  since  the  craftsmen  of  the  cities  of  Greece,  Asia 
Minor  and  Southern  Italy  so  painstakingly  fashioned 
these  miniature  works  of  art.  That  they  were  treasured 
for  their  beauty  alone  is  problematical,  but  many  have 
survived  to  enhance  the  cabinets  of  both  museums  and 
others  alike.  Interesting  to  note  that  the  most  prosperous 
cities  had  the  best-designed  coinage,  no  doubt  being 
better  able  to  afford  the  skilled  designers,  perhaps  this 
is  true  today  with  countries  ? 

The  religious  beliefs  of  peoples  can  be  traced  through 
their  coinage,  other  countries  looked  up  to  their  achieve¬ 
ments  depicted  on  the  coins;  very  few  temples  or 
buildings  were  placed  upon  them,  but  famous  people 
such  as  Alexander  the  Great,  Pompey,  Phillip  of 
Macedon,  can  be  seen  on  them.  Pythagoras  gave  the 
new  coinage  an  incuse  design  on  one  side,  with  a  relief 
on  the  other,  one  of  the  most  well-known  being  the  ear 
of  barley  of  Metapontum.  We  have  the  Hyacinth  from 
Hyacinthus,  the  Pegasus  of  Corinth,  the  figure  of 
Poseidon  with  trident,  who  was  the  god  of  the  sea.  The 
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Greeks  loved  animals,  and  so  horses,  bulls,  hares,  lions 
stags  and  so  on  came  to  be  the  badges  of  the  various 
cities.  Interesting  to  note  that  the  gold  Staters  of  Phillip 
of  Macedon  were  used  to  buy  out  spies  from  all  over  the 
world,  and  so  make  way  for  the  conquests  of  Alexander 
the  Great;  also  that  the  finest  artists  went  to  work  in 
cities  that  were  away  from  the  centres  that  were  con¬ 
stantly  being  troubled  by  wars. 

Yorkshire  Num.  Soc.  At  the  April  meeting  of  the 
Society  we  were  privileged  to  hear  an  outstanding  talk 
on  “The  Pre-Roman  Coinages  of  Britain”  by  Prof.  F.  C. 
Thompson,  the  Hon.  Keeper  of  Coins  and  Medals, 
Alanchester  Museum. 

Prof.  Thompson  started  with  a  short  discussion  of  the 
primitive  forms  of  currency  such  as  the  gold-rings, 
probably  merely  a  form  of  bullion,  the  “currency  bars” 
which,  speaking  as  a  metallurgist  and  in  view  of  Tyne- 
cote’s  discussion,  are  merely  rough  sword  or  dagger 
forgings  which  may  well  have  been  used  as  a  medium  of 
exchange  and  the  “tin-money”.  The  latter  was  shown 
to  have  no  fixed  composition,  the  tin  content  varying 
from  around  eight  and  some  thirty  per  cent.,  or  any 
definite  v.'eight.  They  were,  therefore,  most  probably 
the  small  change  required  when  the  community  had 


need  of  such  for  small  domestic  purchases  and  a  date 
not  long  before  the  Claudian  invasion  is  to  be  preferred. 

The  uninscribed  issues,  probably  starting  around 
70  B.C.,  were  then  considered.  Their  derivation  from 
the  Phillipus  was  discussed  and  the  variation  from  tribe 
to  tribe  was  outlined.  The  general  trend  of  a  copied 
coinage  to  become  progressively  degraded,  of  lower 
weight  and  of  poorer  alloy  composition  was  shown  to 
enable  some  sort  of  chronological  sequence  to  be  estab¬ 
lished.  The  inscribed  issues  in  which  the  name  of  the 
ruler  or  tribe  could  be  determined  then  came  under 
examination  and  the  difficulties  arising  from  the  con¬ 
tracted  form  of  the  name  and  its  latinised  form  was 
mentioned.  The  value  of  the  coinage  was  considered 
as  a  means  of  defining  the  incidence  of  inter-tribal 
warfare  and  dynastic  sequences,  especially  in  the  cases 
of  the  Atrebates  and  Cattivellauni. 

In  conclusion  Prof.  Thompson  mentioned  the  light 
which  these  coins  threw  on  the  customs  and  culture  of 
those  who  issued  them.  The  equipment  of  the  mounted 
soldier,  the  art  of  the  metal  worker,  in  particular,  the 
indication  of  human  sacrifice  in  the  priestly  ritual  of 
those  days  were  successively  passed  under  review. 

The  lecture  was  illustrated  with  some  excellent  slides 
and  some  coins  of  the  period  were  displayed.
